Raid Police Barracks. 

' The first incident came Friday night 
when 100 Sinn Feiners made a raid 
on the outlying police barrack at 
French Park. A few shots were fired 
by each side, but no one was hurt and 
there was little damage. 

Saturday night a motor truck full of 
“black and tan” police from French 
Park and Castlerea arrived in Ballin- 
gar for reprisals, which, although of 
less extent than those exacted at 
Trim or Mallow, had some features all 
their own. 

The first proceeding of the police 
was to fire several volleys of rifle 
shots into nearby houses. Then. they 
attacked and burned the houses of 
Michael Kelly, farmer and. general 
storekeeper, and Patrick Martin, a sa- 
loon keeper. A bomb was used to de- 
stroy Martin's house, and police 
also burned eighty tons of hay in’ 
Kelly’s ya Kelly teft-his house and 
took to fields after the first shot 
was fired. His loss'i# set at $60,000. 

Victims Tell Experiences. 

The story of the attack on Martin's 
house was told me by Martin himself. 
He is 70 years old and made his home 
with his wife and children. 

According to his story, shots were 
first/fired into his bedroom and then 
the otiter door was battered down. 
Martin ran downstairs and was met at 
the door by Sergt. Gough of the French 
Park police,“ who struck him in the 
tempte with a revolver, stunning him, 
and he remembers no more until he re- 
gained consciousgess in a field to 
which he had crawled.

1ILDN the making of skin tests te 
find the cause of hay fever be- 
comes universal we wil) begin 
to make headway in the contro! 
of that annoying condition. 

With the information gained from skin 
testing, picking a hay fever resort wi)! 
become a scientific procedure instead of 
the gamble it now is. Furthermore, a 
kind of vaccination known @s desensi- 
tigation offers a better prospect for an 
ultimate generally effective cure than 
anything made use of in former times. 

ype skin tests to find out the causes 
fever and asthma net due to 
organic diseases gre, safe, simple, not 
comfort disturbing and reasonably aecu- 
rate. They ean be made by the general 
run of physicians with testing materials 
to be had on the market. The only 
drawback is the large number of tests 
that must be made when the patient 
can make no suggestions or dffer no sus- 
picion as to the cause of the attacks. 

Vaccination or desensitization is not su 
simple a matter as skin testing, but it 
does not offer great difficulties for the 
foréhanded and persistent. Of course, 
there is little that can be done for the 
grasshopper who sings all summer and 
becomes fnterested in prevention after 
red. 

In a study of hay fever made by Dr. 
Gottlieb two cases were found to be due 
to tag alder, 2 to oat, 4 to golden rod, 14 
to ragweed, 4 to red top, 2 to plantain, 3 
to timothy, 6 to yellow daisy, 8 to sheap 
sorrel, 4 to rye, and 4 to orchard graag: 
These tests were made in New York 
city. I dare say the tests made by Dr. 
Walker in Beston showed a different 
distribution. Studies made in other sec- 
tions of the country no doubt would 


have given still other proportions. 
€ 


In cases of bronchial asthma bacteria 
absorbed from the air passages may be 
responsible in just the same way that 
pollens are. In some of these bacterial 


| cases the lake from which absorption oc- 


curs is the nose. In others suppuration in 
other parts of the body is responsible. 
Dr, Walker reports ten such cases in his 
list and Dr. Gottlieb three. Among the 
cases in this group are found most of 
those benefited by operations on the 
nose, 

Many cases of bronchia) asthma due 
to bacteria are being treated by vaccines. 
Reports giving results will appear from 
time to time. Dr. Walker finds that 
asthma due to pollens, dandruff, and 
most of the erdinary causes result in eye 
symptoms. 

In the cases due to bacteria the eyes 
did not run and were not congested. In 
his practice if the eyes are involved he 
rules out Bacteria ag the cause, In some 
cases sensitive to pollens and also to 
bacteria he found that after removal! of 
the sensitiveness to pollen the patient 
was able te overcome the sensttiveness 
to bacteria without help.
